When A Child’s

HILDREN during the pre- 
school and early school 
years” are subject to many 
emdtional upsets. - Emotional 
disturbanoos jn certain children 
may lead to the development of 
a condition ctled hysteria, This 
may be manifested. by such 
things ns Jack of emot/onal con- 
trol, crying, or screaming, Often, 
the younger child may have 
symptoms Hike those of certain 
sicknesses, such os acidosis or 
migraine, dlorrhoen or abdo- 
minal symptoms, ig 


'These symptoms are partlcu- 
larly noticeable in the period 
before maturity, - ~ 


The treatment of hysteria re- 
quires o study of the child's 
temperament. and the — thipgs 
which have Ied-to a feeling of 
insecurity. In mony cases, the 
symptoms develop because of 
improper environment in the 
home. If the parents are quarrel- 
some or under .cconomic 
strain, 1f the mother fs irnt- 
able, over-protective or neglect- 
ful, misbehaviour in the form of 
hysteria may occur, Bullying or 
tearing-children-may-also-cause 
emotional disturbances. 


Proper Attitude

or great concern over tlrese 
symptoms of hysterin, the child

If the parents can adopt “the:

There are other-measures, too, 
which may be helpful in, the 
younger child."
